OTTAWA LETTER 


by Or. F. W. Gershaw, M. P,

As the session draws to a close it 
is interesting to review some of the 
high lights of the programme, During 
the year ending March ist, 371 mill- 
fon dollars were spent by the Cana- 
dian Government. The larger items 
were interest on debt 138% millions, 
war pensions 42 millions, Old Age 
Pensions 14 millions, carg of re- 
turned soldiers 10 millions, eubsidies 
to provinces 15 millions, Agriculture 
7 millions, Indian Affairs 4 millions, 
Penitentiaries 5 millions, National 
Defence 14millions,. Post Office: 
millions and Public Works 10 mniil- 
fons. There is a revenue from the 
Post Office of $31,184,000 so, that a 
profit is made, There are other Pub- 
lic works as relief measures not in- 
cluded in the above. 

The revenue-of the Dominion Gov- 
ernment is enormous even in these 
days of depression, Here are some 
of the big items. Custom import du- 
ties 77 milions. This was 131 mill- 
ions in 1930, Excise duties 44 mill- 
millions, Incomg tax 65 millions, 
Sales ‘tax of 6% yields 72 millions, 
Stamp and Transportation ‘tax 39 
millions and the Gold tax 4 millions. 
Then 53 millions are derived from 
what is called Non Tax revenue eg. 
Post Office 31 millions, Interest gn 
investments 11 millions and Radio 
licenses 1% million. A rather unus- 
ual fact is that the profits of the 
Canada Grain Act amount to $1,371,- 
000. The Government pays heavily 
for administrating many similar ser- 
vices but the grain grower pays for 
inspection of hig product. 

Every year, lately, there have been 
riots in Kingston Penitentiary some- 
times with loss of life and always 
with destruction of Government prop 
erty, Recently, 83 prisoners were be- 
ing marched from work in one of 
the shops. A halt was suddenly made 
and the three guards in charge were 
seized, their pockets searched, match- 
es, keys, and lighters were taken 
and they were hurried to a basement 
room where their arms and legs were 
tied. The main door was barricaded 
from within and fire wag started. As 
the convicts refused to open the 
door jt-was cut down ‘but not before 
much of the Shoe making machinery 
had been destroyed and the fire had 
made considerable headway. The 
Kngston Fire brigade was called out 
to extinguish the firg and an investi- 
gation will be held into the cause of 
the trouble, :

Canada s Greatest Problem 


The Canadian people are confronted with a gigantic problem. We say 
the Canadian people advisedly because, while governments, Federal, Pro- 
vincial and Municipal are all struggling with it, the problem is one towards 
the solution of which individual citizens must make their contribution. The 
fact that it is a problem facing all other nations offers no consolation be- 
cause the more acute and difficult it is in other lands only serves to make 
it more difficult in Canada. 

The problem can be stated in two or three words, 


unemployment and 


relief 
The unemployed man or woman wants work and the wages which work 
will bring to them. Failing work and wages, they must be provided by 


Governments with the necessities of life,—food, clothing, fuel and shelter. 

Such necessities can, of course, only be provided by the State through 
the taxation of those other men and women who are employed, or still have 
some sayings accumulated throughout the years of the past in order to 
make provision for their own future and old age. The only other way is 
for Governments to borrow money and add such borrowings to their public 
debts upon which interest must be paid through increased taxation, and the 
prncipal sum of which is passed on as a liability for future generations 
to meet 

So far as municipalities, with their small and Imited sources of revenue, 


are concerned, many have reached the limit of what their taxpayers are 
able to pay in order to care for those who are unemployed. Further taxa- 
tion simply means that more people will be unable to pay it, and, failing to 
do so, will lose what they still have and will, in turn, be forced ‘on relief”. 
Faced with this situation, a largely attended conference of the mayors of 
the leading cities and towns of Canada unanimously declared the inability 
of the municipalities to any longer carry their share of the relief burden 

and called upon the Federal Government to assume it in its entirety. 

On their part, the Provinces,—and more particularly the Western Prov- 
inces, which, in addition to the general and world-wide economic depression, 


have suffered more severely than other portions of the Dominion because 
of successive years of crop failures owing to the unprecedented drouth con- 
ditions which have prevailed,- -now find it impossible to raise, either by taxa- 
tion or borrowings, the Provincial share of relief expenditures and at the 
same tme assume the share of the municipalities. 

It must be recognized, therefore,the truth cannot be ignored, that 
the problem is a national one, and one that most intimately concerns every 
Canadian cit zen and every Canadian interest. This must now be accepted | 
as a fact even though under the constitution of this country the responsi- | 
bility of making provision for people in need {is primarily a municipal re- 
sponsibility. That is, the actual facts of the situation override all consti- 
tutional apects 

Then, there is the other side of the picture. Tens of thousands of peo- 
ple who are “on relief’ complain that the amounts allotted to them are in- 
adequate to their needs and desires. They are insistent in their demands 
that relief allowances be substantially increased. They are organizing to 
enforce their demands, and all over the country communistic agitators are 
playing upon their distress and worries and arousing their passions and 
making demands which it is manifestly impossible for the remainder of the 
people to satisfy.

They refuse to recognize that, in effect, people 
are being paid what is tantamount to wages in advance, small though they | 
may be, by their other fellow citizens, and they declare that to ask relief 
recipients to render any service in return for such assistance is to make 
“slaves” of them. 

Yet Canadians worthy of the name, and knowing their country's diffi- 
culties, should be grateful for what is being done in their behalf, and if 
there is any manhood left in them they should not only be ready and willing, 
but actually anxious, to make what return they can to their fellow citizens 
and their country. These agitators demand work,—not for themselves but 
for those they would make their dupes,-and when work in its usually 
accepted meaning cannot be provided but State assistance is extended, they 
then advocate refusal to work in exchange for such assistance, or even for 
@ small fraction of it. Why? Because they are out to destroy the very in- 
stitutions of government and the very people who are now providing the 
unemployed with the necessities of life.

This is no time to “rock the boat,’’ and any person who seeks to do so 
is not a true Canadian, but has an ulterior motive to serve, and may well 
be described as an enemy of the country.

Ruler Of Tonga Gives Ancient Turtle 
With History 

King George is to be presented a 
three-hundred-year-old turtle with a 
history when Queen Salote, the six- 
foot-three ruler of Tonga, arrives in 
London. She is now on her way with 
her son, who attends an English 
school. In 1774 Captain Cook, famous 
British navigator, made a_ forced 
landing, owing to shortage of provi- 
sions, at the Pacific Islands of Ton- 
ga. His reception, to his surprise, 
was so warm that he renamed them 
the Friendly Islands, the name by 
which they have been known ever 
since. Captain Cook had a turtle, 
then 160 years old, on board, intend- 
ed as a present for George III. He 
gave it as a peace offering to King 
Tubou, of Tonga. Queen Salote, his 
descendant, inherited the turtle.

Error In Scottish Notes 


Many Million Have To Be Withdrawn 
From Circutation 

Following the detection of an error 
which had existed in the design in 
Scottish bank notes for many years, 
millions of them will be withdrawn 
from circulation. The Bank of Scot- 
land, the National Bank of Scotland, 
and the British Linen Bank have 
been using the royal arms in the de- 
sign of their notes. The royal arms 
are the ensigns of public authority, 
and can only be used by the King or 
government officials. It was only 
recently, when a question was raised 
as to why the Bank of England did 
not use one or other of the royal 
arms, that their use on the Scottish 
notes was challenged, Francis J. 
Grant, the Lyon King-of-Arms, who| 
investigated the matter, -found that | 
the officials were unaware of the 
regulation.

Jules Verne, who thrilled a former 
generation by fights of fancy into 
the future, and even H. G. Wells, 
with his tales of the planets, are out- 
done by Charles'G. Philp in a book 
about the “Stratosphere and Rocket, 
Flight,” just published,  \ 

He. préphesies as of “nob far dis- 
tant date” passenger rocket airplanes 
capable of doing 14,000 miles per 
hour and of crossing the Atlantic 
eventually, in even faster planes, in 
60 seconds, 

Passengers, it appears, will be rea- 
sonably comfortable. They will lie 
down hermetically sealed in ham- 
mocks. Special measures are taken 
to counteract trouble with breathing, 
for the machine is out of sight of the 
ground in 80 seconds and passenger’s 
bodies become heavier than lead. 

When the roctet plane approaches 
its destination, retarding rockets 
check its headlong dive. Mr. Philp’s 
description of the flight makes one 
itch to take a ticket—for one’s most 
detested neighbor. 

. Mr. Philp tells us that plans of the 

first passenger carrying rocket yet 
devised have been acquired by the 
German War Ministry. A _ 24-foot 
projectile, built after these plans, 
carried a passenger six miles into the 
air, two years ago, and landed him 
safely after 104% minutes. 

Other wonders predicted by Mr. 
Philp are an artillery shell, with a 
500- mile | range, directed by radio; 
and bomber planes cruising 30 miles 
above the earth and sweeping to- 
wards their targets at 3,000 miles 
per hour.

Long Distance Record 


Telephone Call From Liner Covered 
Distance Of 17,887 Miles 

Sir Julian Cahn, noted British 

cricket captain who took a British 

eleven to the United States and Can- 


| ada 18 months ago, holds the world’s 


record for long distance telephoning. 
Sir Julian’s record, said wireless tele- 
phone operators of the Canadian 
Pacific liner Empress of Britain 
when the world cruise ship arrived at 
Hong Kong recently, was made two 
weeks before when the ship was at 
sea between Singapore, Straits Set- 
tlements, and Bankok. 

Atmospherics prevented the recep- 
tion of a call from the Empress of 
Britain to Nottingham, England, by 
the London receiving terminal. But 
the call was successfully completed 
by routing it direct from the ship to 
San Francisco, overland from there 
to New York, and by beam wireless 
to England. 

At the time Sir Julian talked he 
was seven hours ahead of London 
time. The San Francisco control 
station was nine hours behind Lon- 
don and New York, of course, three 
hours ahead of the Pacific station. 
Rough computation shows a distance 
of 17,887 miles for the conversation 
between the Empress of Britain and 
London off which 9,275 miles was a 
direct connection between the ship 
and San Francisco. Direct, the voice 
would have travelled only 7,950 
miles. 


Records Made Years Ago 


Carry Voice Of Jenny Lind But 
Cannot Be Found 

Somewhere in Sweden or Denmark 
the “voice” of Jenny Lind, the Swed- 
ish nightingale is believed to le for- 
gotten. Possibly it is in an attic or 
a storehouse. The famous singer, it 
has been revealed, made records in 
Paris in 1887, shortly after the first 
phonograph was put on the market. 
The records were of the old cylinder 
type. After Jenny Lind’s death, it 
is believed, they were sent either to 
Stockholm or Copenhagen. A Swed- 
ish newspaper is appealing to its 
readers to search their attics, old 
trunks and boxes in case they may 
possess the precious records without 
knowing it.

What peoples in those dim days 
could have needed such elaborate de- 
fence? What peoples were so num- 
erous as to hope to carry them by 
assault ? 

Dr. R. E. M. Wheeler, who has 
been conducting excavations at 
Maiden Castle, says that the multiple 
defences there imply a large popu- 
lation. In one pit, more than 4,000 
sling stones were found. There were 
loom weights cut from chalk, in- 
numerable bone arrowheads, even a 
piece of carbonized wheat bread. 

Who were these people who came 
and went and left no history? 

Archaeology has many theories but 
so far no concrete fact.

Shapes And Sizes 

Annual flowers are classified under 
various heads in the seed catalogues. 
Attention must be paid, of course, 
to time of blooming and color. Height 
should also be noted as a medium 
sized plant hidden by some bushy 
stocks or tall Cosmos, will be ‘born 
to blush unseen”. But these are only 
the most elemental points which 
every gardener of a few years ex- 
perience now notes automatically. 
There are other and finer distinc- 
tions. Certain shades blend well to- 
gether and often a whole bed will 
be selected with this blending in 
mind. Of course for this sort of 
thing, all the plants must bloom dur- 
ing the same period. Fragrance 
should be taken into account, as 
there are some spicy things like 
Evening Scented Stock, Nicotine, 
Mignonette, Sweet Sultan and Ver- 
bena, which while rather plain as 
plants, fill the whole garden with a 
delightful odor, more especially in 
the evening. In shaded quarters, 
tuberous rooted Begonias, Pansies, 
and wild flowers will do well.

For 
cutting purposes, there is a long list 
to choose from but it should include 
Gypsophila (Baby’s Breath) useful 
for making up boquets. There are 
several hardy annuals which can be 
picked with long stems just before 
the bloom opens and dried for winter 
boquets. *These include the Straw 
Flower, Statice, Acroclinium, Rhod- 
anthe and others. 


Fruit For The Garden 

A summer apple like Yellow Trans- 
parent; Astrachan or Melba should 
be chosen for dessert purposes, or 
Duchess for cooking; for fall, 
Wealthy; for early winter the Mc- 
Intosh or Delicious; and for late 
winter, the Northern Spy. In the 
Prairie Provinces or Northern Que- 
bec and Ontario, there are some new 
hardy types as well as good crab- 
apples available. Among sweet 
cherries, Windsor, Bing and Tartar- 
fan are recommended, while Mont- 
morency and Early Richmond are 
standards of the other type. Clapp's 
Favorite is one of the best pears, 
coming very early, while Bartlett is 
a good later sort. Plums are grown 
almost anywhere in Canada, as well 
as currants, raspberries, straw- 
berries, blackcaps, thimble berries, 
loganberries, and gooseberries. Grapes 
are fairly hardy, and among the best 
are the Lindley. 


Many Farms Approved 

As a result of the first year’s oper- 
ation of the Grade Al policy of the 
Dominion Department of Agriculture 
for eggs, 540 farms have been ap- 
proved, upwards of 50,000 cases 
marketed, and a premium of approxi- 
mately $90,000 returned to the pro- 
ducers. Grade Al eggs are produced 
on farms approved by the Dominion 
Minister of Agriculture.

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SPRING LIGHTNING 


Lightning and moonlight pictures are unusual and fascinating and you 


can take them witha 


April showers not only bring May 
flowers. but night-time — electrical 
storms as well. And there's your 
chance for sensational lightning pic- 
tures. 

With the dark, clouded skies the 
sharp ribbons of lightning spread 
in fantastic, fascinating flashes and 
when caught by the camera, the re- 
sulting picture is really something 
to talk about and adds variety and 
interest to your snapshot album. 

There is no trick involved in tak-! 
ing lightning pictures. In fact, it's 
quite simple. If it is raining during 
the time the lightning is weaving its 
webs of flashes across the sky, and 
you don’t want to get wet, take your 
pictures from the inside through an 
open window. Place the camera on 
a tripod or something solid at the 
open window and point it in the di- 
rection of the last few flashes. Set 
your shutter at “time”, using the 
largest diaphragm opening or “stop.” 
You may close the shutter after the 
first flash or leave it open for the 
registering of several flashes. Of 
course, if you leave the shutter open 
for many flashes, you will get a fan- 
tastic conglomeration of ribbons of 
light but not a true picture of a sin-| 
gle: flash. However, it will be un- 

, to say the least, and well’ 
worth adding to your collection of, 
“freaks.” 

If it is an _ honest-to-goodness 
storm, it will pay you in self satis- 
faction to take several pictures, for | 
the more brilliant the flashes and | 
the more ribbons of light zigzagging' 
through the dark skies, the greater 
the chances for a really spectacular 
picture.

~ Red Clover Always Popular 


Seed Supply Is Not As Large This 
Year 

Red clover is always in popular 
demand’ {n Canada and promises to 
be in more than Average demand this 
spring owing to the unusual shortage 
and high price of alsike and timothy 
seed. According to the Seed Branch, 
Dominion Department of Agriculture 
the red clover seed supply is not as 
large us in most years. Last year’s 
total production in Canada was about 
two ana one-half million pounds, and) 
with the half million pounds or so of 
imported English red clover seed | 
there will be available for seeding in 
Canada this spring about three mil- 
lion pounds. The normal annual 
Canadian consumption is more than 
this being between four and five mil-, 
lion pounds. 

The continued low purchasing 
power of farmers will of course have 
an effect in reducing seed purchases, | | 
but the relatively low price for red 
clover seed, as compared with alsike 
and timothy, will probably increase 
the preference for red to the extent 
that the total supplies of red clover | 
seed available will likely all be need-| 
ed beiore the season is over. 

Most of last year’s red clover seed 
crop in Canada was grown in East-! 
ern Ontario and Quebec, which is for- 
tunate from the standpoint of seed 
hardiness and purity. The greater 
part of this seed is now in the hands 
of the seed houses for resale, but 
considerable quantities are still held 
by the growers in the Plantagenet 
area in Hastern Ontario and in the 
Montrea! district {n Quebec.

Made Aviation History 
"Plane That Once Commanded Head- 
lines Now Carrying Fish

Lazily winging its way, a huge 


aeroplane of the monoplane type, 
may be seen daily plying a scheduled 
fish run between Cheecham, Alberta, 
200 miles north of Edmonton, and 
the numerous lakes in the northland. 
Once it commanded newspaper head- 
lines and played a part in making 
aviation history. | 

With Bernt Balchen and Floyd 
Bennett at the controls, the big ship, 


in 1928, rescued Baron Gunther von 
Huenfeld, Captain James Fitzmaurice 
and Captain Hermann Koehl, forced 
down on the first east-west trans- 
Atlantic flight, on lonely Greenly, 
Island, off the rockbound coast of 
Labrador. 

The crew of the Bremen hopped 
off from Ireland on April 12. Their 
gasoline supply became exhausted 
after a 2,125-mile flight across the | 
ocean. Almost within flying reach 
of New York, their objective, they 
were forced to land. Balchen and 
Bennett, in response to an SOS, res- 
cued them from the rocky island in 
the Straits of Belle Isle where they 
had smashed their aeroplane.

from Mexico City to New York when 


does not register satisfactorily 1s 
sheet lightning. It merely — uni- 
formly illuminates a broad expanse 
of sky. With this kind of lightning, 
however, interesting silhouettes of 
trees and buildings can be secured. 

And while discussing Dame Na- 
ture’s “lighting plant,” pictures by 


moonlight should not be overlooked. 

Moonlight will serve to make pic- 
tures just as sunlight does 
it is a great many times weaker than 
sunlight, exposures must be increas- 
ed considerably. Perhaps the sim- 
plest way to calculate a moonlight 
exposure is to give 25 minutes for 
each 1|100 second exposure 
would be given the same scene by 
sunlight. 

For example, the exposure 
bright sunlight for a landscape with 
a dark-tened object in the immediate 
foreground, would be 1/25 of a sec- 
ond with stop f.11 or U.S.8. Then 
the exposure by the light of a full 


moon would be 100 minutes with the) 
same stop. This could be cut down) 


to 50 minutes with stop f.8 or U.S.4. 
For a landscape without a dark- 
toned object in the immediate fore- 
ground about 25 minutes with f.8 or 
U.8S.4 would be ample, and for dis- 
tant landscapes the exposure can be 
from 10 to 15 minutes. 

If a daylight effect is desired, the 
exposure must be multiplied by four, 
and this applies only to nights when 
the sky is clear and the moon is full. 

With a single lens and all fixed 
focus cameras, use the largest stop 
and double the exposures given 
above. 

So—let the sky light your way to 
out-of-the-ordinary pictures.

The scarcity of feed crops during 
.| the past season becanie more serious 


when it decreased the efficiency of 
farm horse power at the very time 
that power was urgently needed to 
enable return to more normal condi 
tions. . 

Experiments and observations at 
the Dominion Experimental Station, 
Swift Current, Saskatchewan, indi- 
cate that precautionary measures in 
the future should include growing 
those crops which are now known to 
be more certain of production. An- 
nual feed crops offer more security 
in most cases, when grown on sum- 
mer-fallowed land. 

Banner oats grown on summer- 
fallowed land at the Dominion Ex- 
perimental Station, Swift Current, 
during the past thirteen years have 
never failed to produce reasonably 
good crops of fodder. Grasses and 
legumes have failed to provide stands 
in dry season. When established in 
a favourable location or in seasons 
of good rainfall, they have produced 
fair yields.’ Due to failures in dry 
Seasons, grasses and legumes grown 
in definite rotations have produced 
40 to 60 per cent. less fodder than 
oat hay grown on summer-fallow. 

When grasses and legumes are to 
be grown, they should be sown on 
land that is likely to be favoured 
with more than the average amount 
of soil moisture, such as can be sup- 
plied by run-off water by natural or 
artificial means. Tests indicate that 
seeding may be done In early spring 
or in June, also in the late fall in 
some districts. At the same time 


consideration should be given to pre- 
| vailing soil 


moisture and seasonal 
conditions. The seed should be sown 
shallowly on a firm, level seed-bed. 
Annual fodders, such as_ cereal 
crops cut in the late milk or early 
dough stage, are more adaptable to 
dry farming conditions. The seeds 
are large and may be planted deeply 
and leave the soil in a lumpy condi- 
tion to prevent soil drifting. Wheat 
is a valuable feed for all classes of 
livestock either as fodder or grain. 
Prolific spring rye, Banner oats and 
Colsess barley are also good annual 
hay crops. When grain crops are 
sown in combination for hay pur- 
poses the yield and palatability are 
likely to be improved. Fall rye {s 
very useful as an early maturing hay 
crop or as a supplementary pasture 
crop. Fall rye and Banner oats sown 
35 pounds each per acre at any time 
from early spring to June 30, provide 


excellent annual pasture. H. J.

Historic Chapel Reopened 


Forlorn Corner Of Sheffield Cathedral 
Has Been Restored 

South Yorkshiremen the world 
over will hear with interest of the re- 
opening by Dr. Leonard Burrows, 
Bishop of Sheffield, of the historic 
Shrewsbury chapel within Sheffield 
cathedral. 

It is more than four centuries 
since what was then the old parish 
church of the city of cutlery lost 
that portion of the building known 
as “Our Lady's Aisle and Her 
Chapel.” 

In the centuries which have since 
passed, the chapel has remained, un- 
til now, merely a forlorn corner of 
the church, and was noted only as a 
burial place of long-forgotten mem- 
bers of the family of which the Zarls 
of Shrewsbury were the head. 

The chapel has now been suitably 
restored and decorated. The north 
choir aisle and the Rowley Hill 
chapel have likewise been restored. 
The organ is being moved to the west 
end of the cathedral and this will 
enable the chancel to return to the 
dimensions originally planned by its 
mediaeval builders.

Little Journeys In Science 


GASOLINE 
(By Gordon H. Guest, M.A.) 
Gasoline ¢onsists of a mixture of 


liquid compounds known as hydro-> 
carbons. The use of gasoline as a 
source of power in engines is due to 
the fact that the gasoline is easily 
changed to a vapour and that a mix- 
tyre of gasoline vapour and afr, when 
ignited, burns instantaneously, or, as 
commonly expressed, explodes. The 
mixture of gagoline vapour and alr is 
led into the cylinder of the engine 
where it is ignited by an electric 


spark. 

The “ethyl gasoline’ which is now 
used so widely, is gasoline to which 
has been added a small amount of 
two colorless liquid compounds 
known as lead tetraethyl and ethyl- 
ene bromide. The lead tetraethyl pre- 
vents the “knocking” of the engine 
when the engine is under high pres- 
sure; the reason for this is as yet not 
known with certainty. Tks use of 
the lead compound alone causes lead 
to be set free during the reaction, 
and as a result the ignition points of 
the spark plugs become clogged. 
When ethylene bromide is added, the 
lead combines with the bromine 
which is present in the bromide, pro» 
ducing the volatile lead bromide 
which escapes in the exhaust. 

In former days kerosene was the 
most important product obtained 
from crude oil. To-day, however, 
gasoline is by far the most valuable 
of these products and hence science 
has put forth every effort to increase 
the yleld. This is done by distilling 
kerosene and similar oils at high 
temperatures under pressure. This 
process is known as the “cracking” 
of oils. The average crude oil from 
the large producing areas of Texas 
and Oklahoma contains about 30% 
gasoline. Modern improvements in 
the cracking process have enabled oil 
refiners to increase the gasoline yield 
to 70% of the crude olf or higher, de- 
pending on the nature and quality of 
the gasoline which is desired. 

Recent experiments have shown 
that the gas hydrogen under high 
pressure changes powdered coal sus- 
pended in hot oil into lubricating 
oils, gasoline, and similar products. 
When the supply of petroleum be- 
comes exhausted this process may 
supply man with these products so 
necessary to our modern civilization. 


May Try Another Trip 


Wilkins To Build Sub-Ice Boat For 
Arctic Voyage 

Undaunted by failure in 1931 to 
penetrate the Arctic by submarine, 
bearded Sir Hubert Wilkins said he 
was ready to begin construction of a 
special sub-ice craft for another at- 
tempt. 

Arriving at Miami, Florida, from 
Lima, Peru, by Pan American Air- 
ways, Sir Hubert said the proposed 
undersea boat would be “very sim- 
ple.” 

“The adventure of the Nautilus 
taught me,” he said, “to leave off 
everything that was not absolutely 
necessary.”

Indeed, it may be that no greater 
drouth or stronger winds would pro- 
duce this catastrophe. Mere redis- 
tribution of the rain or wind during 
the, seasons or with relation to ‘the 
conditions of crops might be enough, 
as seems to have been true of several 
of the recent storms. 

Under the circumstances it may be 
of more than academic interest to 
recall that at least once in the pre- 
vious history of this continent there 
were dust storms of such violence 
and continuity as would make habi- 
tation virtually impossible should 
they recur. These are the storms be- 
lieved to have deposited, toward the 
latter part of the Ice Age, the vast 
beds of loose soil which geologists 
call loess, now among the most fer- 
tile lands. over large parts of the 
northern Mississippi Valley. That 
most of these beds of loess, often 
many feet in thickness, really were 
wind deposits is indicated by many 
details of their structure and loca- 
tion. 

Some geologists 
would trace it to rock flour ground 
up by the glaciers to the north and 
discharged at the southern ice mar- 
gin ready for the winds to blow 
away. Others would trace it to the 
Southwestern deserts; still others to 
the Great Plains, whence most of the 
blown dust is coming now.
